that luially they have given great be- 
quests to education in their own land, 
i'ins figuratively performing the same 
t-ervlco for the mental eyes of their 
countrymen as they have for the phys- 
ical ejes of the Celestials. Rockefeller. 
it is true, does not directly ineutiou 
Hie educational matter himself, but It 
uiimot be omitted from a list of the 
services to mankind claimed by him 
and lor him. 


Charity of World's Richest Man. 


A mere list of the known Rockefeller 


benefactions is staggering, and there 
are many of his donations that have 
never been made public. In the giving 
gime the oil king does not let his 
right hand know what bis left hand is 
doing—that is. not always. To the 
general education board he has made 
o\er the enormous sum of $43,000,000, 
and of this $32,000.000 was given at 
one time. He bas donated $23,000,000 
to the University of Chicago, $100,000 
and a library on Greek art and litera- 
ture and money donations to Tassar, 
$1.373.000 to Barnard college, $250,000 
to missionary bodies. $1,000,000 to 
Yale. $1,825.000 to the Rockefeller In- 
stitute For Medical Research, $1,126,- 
000 to the Southern Education fund. 
Harvard $1.000.000, Teachers' college 
£COO,000 and numerous other donations 
to educational and religious institu- 
tions, amounting in all to over $85,000,- 
000. 


The Rockefeller charity has been 


organized as a regular business. It is 
headed by trained experts, who closely 
scrutinize and investigate every appli- 
cation for a gift. The mere adminis- 
tiativc expense of this bureau costs in 
the neighborhood of $40.000 a year. 
The amount given out each twelve 
months foots up millions. BUT all of 
tins i 
15 a mere bagatelle to a man who 


is so rich that he does not know with- 
in many millions of dollars how rich 
he Is. according to his own admission. 
It is probably not true that he is a bil- 
lionaire. That being does not exist on 
the earth—yet. If Rockefeller lives a 
few ye_ars longer—he is now sistyjnine 
and comes of a long lived race—he may 
reach it. There is little or no question 
that he is the richest man in the world. 
He has five residences—one in New 
York city, one at Pocantico Hills, near 
Tarry town, N. Y.; one at Lakewood, 
X. J., and two at Cleveland, O., one 
being a town house and the other in 
the country. He spends some time in 
each of his houses, goes to church reg- 
ularly each Sunday, officiating some- 
times as deacon; never goes into soci- 
ety, plays golf as a regular recreation 
and generally enjoys life as much/ as a 
man without any hair and with more 
money than he can count or give away 
can be expected to do. That is John D. 
Rockefeller, the man who has more 
dollars and more denunciations than 
any other in the world. 


Standard Oil's Active Head. 


, As for the other John D., the smaller 
one. he is only a wisp of a man, but 
with a prominent forehead and a com- 
bative thickness between the ears. He 
has more hair than Rockefeller, fewer 
dollars and fewer benefactions. 
He 


seems to follow in the footsteps of his 
chief, as he also lives near Tarrytown, 
a region once made famous by "Wash- 
ington Irving. 
After all, the people 


who live longest and are loved most 
are not those who take material 
•wealth from humanity, but those who 
ghe mental aud spiritual wealth to 
humanity. This truth proved so often 
of old time is being most strikingly 
driven home once more. 


Mr. Archbold is nine years younger 


than Rockefeller and is now the ac- 
tive, as the other is the titular, head 
of Standard Oil. He Is Impervious to 
criticism, though he objects to the 
term "tainted money" and also dis- 
likes to be called "the man behind" 
Syracuse university, tl«e institution of 
which he is regarded as the especial 
patron. This is the institution from 
which Chancellor Day delivers broad- 
sides at the president of the United 
States and defends 
Standard OH. 


Many other men have given almost as 
much to this colJege as Archbold. but 
he is nevertheless looked upon as Its 
particular mentor and friend, 


Mr. Archbold has a rather pleasant 


face, never allowed his picture in Ihe

In the days wuen Mexico was In a 


chronic state of revolution Slgnor Her- 
rero lived on bis hacienda doing his 
best to avoid being entangled In any 
of tbe various strifes tluit succeeded 
one another fir the possession of the 
government, for to bo on the wroujj 
side meant death. Doua Marina, Iler- 
rera's eldest daughter, was courted by 
Signor Juan Bustamonte, a neighbor- 
ing hacienda owner who had done a 
great deal to establish the government 
then in power.

demonstrated 
that pitchers and bat- 


tery are the chief factors In the suc- 
cess of a team, pitchers taking pre- 
eminence. Men like Brown. Iteulbaeh. 
and Overall of Chicago, ilathe\vson 
and "\Yillse of New* York and Maddox. 
Willis and Leever of IMttsburg, practi- 
cally the cream of the National league 
twirling talent, draw thousands of 
spectators merely through the magic 
of their names and fill the youth of the 
land with fiery ambition to some day 
wax likewise heroic. Christy M.ithew- 
soii. an ex-college student, and Morde- 
cai Brown, ouc-e a coal miner, have 
long been rival? for the pitching su-. 
preuiacy. JIathewsou on his work of 
this \ ear must be ranked above Brown 
and ns the greatest pitcher of the day. 
"Matty" gets about $10.000 a year 
largely beoaupe of his famoijs "drop."' 
This drop curve, or down shoot, of his 
is one of the most disconcerting curves 
ever faced by batsmen and may well 
be termed JIathewson's "breadwin- 
ner." The ball breaks its course sharp- 
ly directly in front of the j-late and 
drops from twelve to tv. euty-five inch- 
es almost perpendicularly. 


Brown's most effective curve is his

Wagner is the greatest 


all around player in the world. 
His 


batting is not sensational; it is phenom- 
enal. 
Experts consider a man who 


makes one hit in every game he plays 
to be an unusually good batsman. To 
Wagner the making of three hits in 
one contest is an event of only or- 
dinary importance. In two games 
played against New York in July Wag- 
ner made seven consecutive hits, three 
of them being two baggers, constitut- 
ing a new and novel world's record. 
He scored five of the hits in one game 
In five times at bat. making three con- 
secutive hits off the delivery of the 
great Mathewson. 
Strangely enough, 


Wagner bats better against Mathcw- 
sou than against many pitchers readily 
acknowledged to be vastly inferior in 
abilty. Like "Three Finger'' Brown, 
Wagner was a worker in a coal mine 
in his earlier days.

I.ajoie of Cleveland are two of the 
widely talked of American league play- 
ers. " Cobb. a comparatively new big 
lea-rue player, is a mighty batsman, 
leading his league.

FERNS FOR HOME USE. 


How to Repot Them as Well as Rubber 


Plants. 


This Is the time to repot ferns and 


rubber plants. 


About two inches increase in the 


diameter of the pot is required. 


A compost can be secured from the 


florist or made at home. 


A good garden soil mired with barn- 


yard or commercial fertilizer is all that 
is needed. 


Too little of the fertilizer is better 


than too much, which will burn the 
roots. 


Broken bits of crockery must be 


placed over the hole in the bottom of 
the pot. 


Three inches of dirt is then placed 


over this and leveled ready for the 
plant 


In removing the plant from the old 


pot care should be taken that the 
leaves are not injured. 


To avoid this strike the sides of the 


pot lightly, but firmly, -with a trowel. 


Then place the pot on the side and, 


holding the plant with the left hand, 
strike the edge with the trowel. 


A sharp blow on the edge should 


cause the soil and root to come out to- 
gether. 


The mold is plaejed at once in the 


new pot and given a thorough wetting. 


The newj compost is then put in 


arcUnd it until the pot is filled. 


It must be remembered that the 


plant should always be placed an inch 
deeper in the soil. 


The day after repotting the plant 


should be kept away from tbe sun.
